He 
whs subsequently selected as D i-trici A ttorney for 
Sao am ento and El Durado counties, relinquishing 
th at position in 1851. 
In the following year he was 
elected to Congress as Representative, hut declined 
a re-election. 
In 1S55 he was appointed Collect r of 
the Port of San Francisco by President Pierce, and 
remained In .th a t office until 1857, wnen he was 
elected Governor of this State. 
‘lh r;e days after­ 
ward he was elected U» ited S u tes Senator for six 
years. 
In th e Senate he served on the Committees 
on M ilitary Affair.'», aud on Postolflces and Post 
Road*, lie was for a long tim e President of the 
London and San Francisco Bank, which position he 
resigned about three years ago. 
For the past two 
years he has resided in New York, where, up to 
within six m onths, he occupied the position of 
President of the New York Mining Exchange.

were awakened bp the Custom-house officiaís 
to have their luggage examined, were abnsed 
for not immediately complying, and atsaultcd 
by the Commissaire de Police for protesting 
against the way in which M rs. Reynolds, of 
Providence, was treated.

roughly dragged out of a sleeping-car, bare­

It does cot appear that the proceed­ 
ings thus far taken against the star route 
thieves have in any way quenched their 
audacity, if we may judge from a recent 
dispatch, which states that one of these 
men has actually been a bidder to a large 
extent on star routes at the same time that 
he was giving bail for his appearance in a 
criminal Court, upon indictment for com­ 
plicity in the old frauds. Nor does such 
a fact tend iu any way to strengthen public 
confidence in the earnestness of the prose­ 
cution, for it cannot be believed that men 
who knew themselves to be in danger of 
the penitentiary would proceed boldly in 
their old business, and would treat their 
indictment for frand as though it was 
merely a joke. Indeed it must be said 
that the extreme hardihood and confidence 
displayed by these men from the very out­ 
set of the proceedings has constituted the 
most suspicious festure of the situation. 
I t k 
knaves act when 
they realize that the law tas uv 
got a firm hold up >n them. 
H ith­ 
er, it may be eaU, that • it is 
thus knives act when they know that 
they are in no danger whatever, or when 
they have a aecre.t understanding with 
their prosecutors. Government prosecu­ 
tions indeed have reldom proved exemplary. 
Of the great sums stolen from the nation 
during the past fifty years, only the merest 
iragmeuts have ever been recovered ; and 
when some defaulter has been punisbed 
with any severity, he has almost always 
been a person without friends or influence. 
In the present caee, however, it is the 
more incumbent upon the Government to 
prosecute vigorously because the defend­ 
ants have not hesitated to boast of their 
close connection with the party iu power, 
and because they have openly relied upon 
their past “ services ” to hear them harm­ 
less through any inquiry. And there has 
been so much backing and filling on the 
{•art of the Government in these cases ai­ 
rea ly, that the country has almost ceased 
to expect the conviction of the defendants, 
although there is no doubt expressed as to 
their guilt. All this of course has a dam­ 
aging effect, and when the great elections 
are to be held again wc shall expect to see 
that effect represented in the vote of the 
people. 


DOUBTFUL POLICY. 
Three of the Indian scouts who played 
the traitor at Cibicu have been hanged. 
Twenty equally guilty are to be taken to 
the San Carlos reservation, and there dis­ 
charged. The latter have already ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the military 
authorities were afraid to hang them, and 
as the other Iadians are sure to accept 
this view, the result may ho to canse more 
trouble than is avoided. In dealing with 
Indians there is generally nothing to be 
gained by clemency, where the guilt of 
the prisoners is proved. These_treacherous 
scouts know perfectly well that they mer­ 
ited death, according to the military laws, 
for what they did. Had they been exe­ 
cuted their friends would have entertained 
a higher respect for the prowess of tho 
troops, and would have behaved better for 
some time to come. As it is, the liber­ 
ated scouts will hate and despise the au­ 
thority that let them go when it had them 
helpless in its hands, and they will spread 
their sentiments through the reservation 
Indians, and not improbably instigate the 
latter to renewed acts of hostility. It 
would have teen wiser to hang them, all, 
since they were all equally guilty. 


The anti-Chinese demonstration on Sat­ 
urday has probably satisfied Congress that 
the opposition to Chineso immigration on 
this coast is not confined to the unthinking 
element of society, but is indorsed by the 
community generally. It is true that this 
fact had been brought out before in as clear 
a way as possible by the State vote on the 
question. 
But while it appears almost 
certain that Congress will now pass the 
bill cutting off Chinese immigration for 
twenty years, it is apparent that political 
considerations are exercising greater influ­ 
ence at Washington than even the most 
able arguments of our representatives. 
Members of Congress are no doubt open to 
conviction like other people, but in this 
case they have to balance two incompati­ 
ble sentiments, and to find out if they can 
whether more capital can be made by pass­ 
ing the bill before them than by voting it 
down. The present indications are that 
they believe the Pacific coast sentiment to 
be a more influential factor in politics than 
the pEeudo-humanitarianism of New Eng­ 
land. The former is so much in earnest 
that it is willing to avenge itself upon the 
party that resists its demands; whereas 
the latter can be relied upon to stay by the 
party ticket even if it is beaten on this 
issue. But if the New England sentiment 
had been miiitaut and aggressive ; if the 
men for whom Hoar has been speaking 
lyid viewed this subject seriously, and 
been determined to enforce their convic­ 
tions ; we fear it must be concluded that 
Congress would have found it necessary to 
bow to New England and not to the Pacific 
coast. 
And it will not do to lose sight of the 
truth that after all the bill now pending 
is calculated to afford but a partial re­ 
lief. Even if it should prevent any more 
Chinese from coming than those already on 
the way, it will leave all who are now here 
to maintain the competition they have 
established with white labor. The Chinese 
in California indeed fully appreciate the 
advantages to accrue to themselves from 
the proposed law. They understand that 
it is to their interest to be protected against 
the only competition they fear, which is 
that of their own countrymen. Trey know 
that if their numbers are not increased 
there will be a steady and profitable mar­ 
ket for their labor indefinitely', and they 
perceive that in the absence of Chinese 
competition they will be able to force up 
the rate of wages. It cannot therefore be 
assumed that the passage of the new bill 
will cause any sudden or appreciable 
change for the better in the situation. It 
is indeed more likely to tend to a demand 
for higher wages on the part of the Chinese 
who are here. And it does not follow that 
if they demand higher wages the white 
labor now thrown cut of employment will 
be enabled to take their place, for there is 
margin enough between white and Chinese 
wages for a considerable increase in the 
latter without producing any benefit to the 
former. 
In order to bring about a radical change 
in the Pacific coast labor market a law 
would have been needed which provided 
fcr tho deportation of the Cninese now 
domiciled on the coast. Such a law, sup­ 
posing that it could have been secured 
(and such a supposition is really net 
warrantable), would have had effects of at 
least a twofold nature. In the first place 
it would have apparently opened the door 
to white labor. But as it would have also 
compelled the closing up of many strug­ 
gling manufactures, it might have pro­ 
duced a very much less beneficial effect 
than had been anticipated. The sudden 
removal of the Chinese now here would 
have caused something like anarchy, not 
only in many businesses, but in domestic 
life, and also in horticulture and vini­ 
culture, to say nothing of agriculture. It 
would have taken some time to fill the 
vacancies with white labor, and a great 
many of them would not have been so 
filled at all. In the end the sacrifice 
would no doubt have proved worth mak­ 
ing, but at first it would have been disap­ 
pointing, and productive of reactionary 
feelings. As it is, however, we must look 
forward to very gradual and slow changes. 
If the new law is passed it will probably 
not appear for some time to have wrought 
any modification of the situation. It will 
still seem that there arc enough Chinese on 
the coast to keep up the excuse that white 
boys are driven by them to the Peniten­ 
tiary, and several years will elap3e before 
the emigrant coming from Europe will 
cease to be told that there is “ no show ” 
in California because of the Chinese. 
It is much better to realize this now 
than to start with a false impression of 
what the proposed legislation can do for 
us. We are not promised absolute relief 
from the Chinese evil. 
Under existing 
treaty relations with China CoDgress can­ 
not give us that kind of relief. Bet we 
shall have at least gained one important 
point in putting an end for twenty years 
to the importation of these people, and in 
the meantime opportunity will be afforded 
for a fall and fair trial of the assimilation 
problem. The Chinese now here will learn 
that they must decile between staying 
here permanently, or going home for good. 
Those of them who determine to stay will 
therefore have new and powerful reasons 
for casting loose from Chinese civilization 
altogether, and adopting that of America 
By cutting them off from their native 
country wc of course bring pressure upon 
them to alter their mode of life. At pres­ 
ent, however, we have so arranged mat­ 
ters that even though they decided to do 
so they could not become American citi­ 
zens. It is not necessary at the ontset cf 
this experiment to enter upon any con 
sideration of their possible future fitness 
for such a change, but it is clear that it 
may become necessary eventually to take 
it up and examine it dispassionately. For 
the present the Chinese on the coast must 
be regarded as the first beneficiaries of 
the proposed law. They will enjoy its ad­ 
vantages first, nor could this have been 
avoided under the circumstances. In the 
end the law ought to solve the Chinese 
question, but that solution cannot be 
effected with celerity, and those who 
imagine that Congress is about to settle it 
out of hand are only laying up disappoint­ 
ment for themselves. 


MR. GLADSTONE.^ CHANGE OF VIEW3. 
In the House of Commons, last Friday, 
«Baron Henry De Worms moved the Gov­ 
ernment to find means for nsing its good 
offices with Russia to prevent the reour- 
renco of the outrages upon the Jews in 
that country. Gladstone in reply said 
“ that intervention with a foreign Gov- 
“ ernmeut would be a certain cause of 
“ strong reaction, not merely among tho e 
“ who committed the outrages, hut among 
“ those who were averse to anything like 
“ invasion of their national inicpend- 
“ ence.” It is strange how circumstances 
alter cases. When tho Bulgarian atroci­ 
ties ociurred Mr. Gladstone could i-ot see 
that intervention with a foreign Govern­ 
ment would he “ certain cause of strong 
“ reaction.” At that tfmo no man in all 


Europe was hotter for intervention. Nor 
did it then occur to him that the per­ 
petrators of the atrocities might be an­ 
gered if a foreign power ventured to 
remonstrate against their proceedings. On 
the contrary, he wanted England to join 
Russia in pouring armies down upon the 
“ unspeakable Turk,’’ and he wanted to 
have him driven out of Europe “ bag and 
baggage.” It appears therefore that what 
wa9 quite proper in the case of Turkey, 
would be altogether improper in the case 
of Russia. And yet Baron de Worms had 
just shown that the outrages upon the 
Jews in Russia have been very much worse 
than anything that was done to the Bul­ 
garian C.iristians. How docs Mr. Gladstone 
explain this amazing phange of front, we 
will not say to the world, but to himself? 
Here are two exactly paralled cases, and 
yet he is advocating as to one the precise 
converse of that which he advocated as 
to the other. No such instance of incon­ 
ceivable and indefensible inconsistency can 
be cited against any other prominent states­ 
man, and it is the more discreditable be­ 
cause the only explanations which are sug­ 
gested by the circumstances tend to the 
conclusion that hi9 motives are peculiarly 
base and unmanly. It is in fact a deep 
stain on Mr. Gladstone’s character that he 
should have done this thing, and we do 
not see how he can by any possibility be 
defended in his present position. 


COX AND ROBESON. 
Cox and Robeson had a passage-at-arms 
on Saturday, in which they simulated one of 
the old-fashioned party encounters, though 
in a very half-hearted and perfunctory way, 
llobeson had the better of Cox in his ref­ 
erence to the Democratic record on slavery, 
but Cox might have retaliated that some 
Republicans at least seem to think more of 
the Chinese than they do of their white 
fellow countrymen. Certainly no Demo­ 
crat has ever taken a position more hos­ 
tile to the interests of white labor than 
Hoar i f Massachusetts now occupies, and 
probably all that can be said is that he does 
not represent the majority of the party. 
But apart from bygone issues, there is very 
little left for the two old parties to 
quairel about. The Southern question ap­ 
pears to have been finally abandoned 
even by the fiercest of the “ stalwarts.'’ 
There is no longer any capital to be made 
out of it, and since Republican managers 
undertook to create a party in the South 
by indorsing repudiation, references to 
that region have perhaps been less agree 
able than formerly. One wonders, indeed, 
what the next great issues aro to be, for 
neither party is making any now, and 
both seem equally afraid of handling the 
questions which naturally present them 
selves. The Tariff ought to be the issue 
of the immediate future, but though the 
Democracy originally claimed that as its 
issue, it has now lost the courage to assert 
its principles, and seems only anxious to 
prove itself as strongly Protectionist as 
its rival. It remains to be seen whether 
the Democratic leaders will pursue the 
usual timid and timeserving course on this 
heal, or whether they will for once rise to 
the emergency. If they do not, however, 
the probability is that a new party will be 
in the field by 18S4, 
SC0VILLE AND GUIIEAU. 
Seoville is about to abandon Guitcau's 
case, it is said because the prisoner’s family 
do not think he has been well served. 
Probably no lawyer alive could have ex­ 
ercised the least influence upon the verdict 
of the jury that convicted the assassin, 
but Scovillo did very much better than 
was to have been expected, considering 
the character and proceedings of his tur 
bnlent client. It is now rumored that 
Ben Butler may come into the case for the 
purpose of arguing it before the Superior 
Court iu bank. This story of coarse must 
be taken with allowance. Butler is inde­ 
pendent in his way, but he probably has 
no “ call” to such a business as is being 
arranged for him, and he probably is sa­ 
gacious enough to feel sure that no argu­ 
ment will affect the outcome of this case. 
Guiteau will be hanged when the time 
.Comes, and the lawyers generally might as 
well spare their breath abcnt him. 


O sca r W ild e — The Cincinnati En 
qu'trer reporter who was interviewing O; car 
Wilde in that city said to the esthete : “ I 
am going to tell you something that I fear 
will shock you. Several years ago one of 
our moat promising young artists was em­ 
ployed by a number of cur merchants to 
make a series of pictures for the Vicuna 
Exposition. He executed the commission, 
hia pictures attracted great attention, and 
received a medal. W hat do yon think was 
their thenie? Hog killing.” But Wilde 
failed to be shocked. He did not know 
why hog killing might not be artistically 
treated. “ All through Holland,” he said, 
“ you will see pictures mostly of brawls in 
drinking-rooms. Yet every once in awhile 
you will see iu one of them a gleain of light 
streaming through a window and tinting 
the glasses on the table with all the 
glories of the prism. Another will display 
a bit of coloring as warm and as sweet as 
the kiss of love. The men who painted 
these pictures poetized the subjects until 
the ordinariness of their character is for­ 
gotten. This shows that they were earnest 
aud sincere, and that their heart was in their 
work. I have little faith in a young man 
who chooses what are called heroic sub­ 
jects for his early efforts. It looks as 
though he was depending on his subject, 
and not on his powers, for success. The 
lowliest subject, treated with loving earnest­ 
ness and sincerity, will, if the artist is com­ 
petent, give the best results, just as the 
p'ainest words are the most effective in the 
mouth of an actor.” 


T e r r ib le E x p e r ie n c e .—The Tehama 
Toain says that Simon Vincent, of Squaw 
Hill, had a narrow escapo from a watery 
grave on the night of the ‘doth of February. 
Mr. Vincent who was on a ferryboat 
on the Sacramento at the time above 
stated 
when it broke loose from 
its cable, was in the water five hours 
drifting down the stream haDging on to 
the boat, which finally went ashore and 
be got out, narrowly escaping with his life. 
He says : “ It was the most terrible night 
I ever experienced, and I don't care to 
take snch a ride again.”

T he F loods iu th e io n th n r s t. 
W a sh in g ton , March 5th.—The War De­ 
partment continues to leceive dispatches 
from points in the Southwest in regard to 
damages by the floods. Secretary Lincoln 
said this afternoon that the losses and conse­ 
quent suffering exceed any estimate yet made. 
There aro urgent calls for a greater measure 
cf relief than can be afforded within the 
limits cf tha appropriation, aud these de­ 
mands, of course, cannot be fully met with­ 
out the consent of Congress. Senators and 
members of the House from the afflicted 
States are in receipt of urgent telegrams call­ 
ing for an appropriation commensurate 
with the disaster. 
From Little lvick 
alone there are reports of twelve thousand 
persons made absolutely destitute, and to 
feed these even until the flood recedes will 
require double the sum eetaeide for that State 
from the appropriation by Congress. Senator 
Garland says the municipalities and corpora­ 
tions of the State are responding liberally, 
but they aro burdened by refugees from the 
fl >oded distric'8. He also says the present 
distress is oDly the beginning. The levees 
are broken in so many places that the im- 
pjverished communities have been unable to 
repair them in time to prevent an overflow 
when the June rise comes. It is also feared 
that, under the beet of circumstances, the 
gr.uind will be in such a condition as to delay 
planting until too lats for good crops. 
At au informal meeting of the members of 
Congress from the States affected it was re­ 
solved to ask for an additional appropriation 
of §400 030, and a res lution will probably 
be introduced in the House to that effect to­ 
morrow. A proposition is also made to atk 
for an appropri ition to repair the levees at 
ouce. To do this promptly and effectively, 
so ae to be of service to the people this year, 
would require not less than $1.000.000. Con­ 
sideration of this proposition was defei red 
until a formal meeting of members from the 
river States can be called, probably to­ 
morrow. 
M em this, March 5tb.—The river here is 
abiut stationary, but will doubtlee3 com­ 
mence riairg again to-n;ght, as heavy rains 
have fallen to-day throughout this region. 
Commissioner Morgan said to-night that in 
twelve counties of Arkansas he had informa­ 
tion of about 20 000 destitute i-eople, who 
would have to be fed by the Government for 
at least forty days. These counties do not in­ 
clude those bordering on Red river, where 
great suffering is said to exist. 
Commissioner Hemingway, of Mississippi, 
said the inhabitants of ten counties in his 
Stats, to the number of 15.000, were in a 
liko suffering condition. Those counties in 
Missis-ippi are all above Vicksburg, at.d 
there are other counties below that city that 
have cuff red. The present donation of 8100,­ 
000 made by the General Government wili 
fell far short rf supplying the needy until 
they can help themselves. 
N ew O rle an s, March 5th.—Two crevasses 
ara reported in the Bayou Laforche levees, 
one near the Laforche crossing, the other near 
Thibodeaux. The latter is very seii us. The 
break on the west bank is now b íx feet deep, 
and the water is said to be three feet deep on 
the public road in the vicinity. Unless these 
breaks can be speedily closed great damage 
will result. 
T lie Itu esilo n or C on k lin g's A cceptan ce. 
W ashington, March 5th.—Itoscce Conk- 
ling has not yet chosen to state whether or 
not he will accept the highest honor a lawyer 
can receive in this country. 
A dispa ch from New York says : “ Mr. 
Conkling has not yet received official notifica­ 
tion of his appointment and confirmation as 
Assiciate Justice of the ¿Supreme Court, and 
therefore declines to talk., Hu most intimate 
friends advise against an acceptance, but 
others trust that he will not decline, as they 
believe it to be the only solution of the 
troubles in the Republican party of this 
State.” 
A Senator, who would be likely to know, 
Baid the President at 4 o’clock had received 
no communication from ConkliDg. David

W a sh in g ton , March 3J.—G. Kennedy, of 
this city, who is generally understood to be a 
regularly employed stti rn<y for the Chinese 
Six Companies of California, has issu'd a 
pamphlet entitled “ The Chinaman as a La­ 
borer,” which bears Lis name, and is ad- 
dre-sed in the form of a letter to Senator 
Dawes. In it he endeavors to eliow that the 
census total i f Chinese residents in California 
in 1880 is lesa than the total number that 
would have been found in 187t5, 1877 or 1878, 
bad a census been taken in either of those 
years. He also cites extracts from the testi­ 
mony given before the Congressional Commis­ 
sion of 1878 bv W . W. Hollister, Judge Solo­ 
mon Heydenfeldt. Dr. McLellan, Rev. Wm. 
Brier, George D. Roberts and other Califor­ 
nians in favor of Chinese immigration, but 
dies not quote those portions of their testi­ 
mony which throw light upon its apparently 
self-interested inspiration.

How the republicans Sallied to their 
Standard Saturday. 


The Republican primary election, to deter­ 
mine the choice of the party for nominees for 
a portion of the city offices, was held Satur­ 
day. 
In m any respects it was the most remark­ 
able election ever held in this city—or, for 
the m atter of that, in any other. 
It illus­ 
trates in the m ost brilliant manner the elas­ 
ticity of party politics, and how easily the 
managers of an election cm adapt themselves 
to almost any conceivable situation. W hile the 


general result of the vote is satisfactory to 
the Republicans of the city, the method by 
which it was obtained is suggestive 
and 
amusing- 
I t was one of the worst hotly- 
contested primal ies of which pclitic.il history 
makes record. 
The activity of the friends 
of the respective candidates was phenomenal. 
W hile no breach of the peace of any moment 
occurred, the war of words and works re- 
caL'ed the traditional prattle aud confusion 
succeedirg tito curse that fell up 11 the am ­ 
bitious builders of Babel’s tower. 
Early in the contest the lines were very 
clearly drawn. 
It was a fight between two 
groups of veteran manipulators, havingtheir 
headquarters in the Eirst and Second Wards, 
and toe bulk of the Rspublica*- voters of the 
city. Both groups wereobni xious to the voters 
of the Third and E .u rth W ards; the two 
“combinations” “ went back” upon each other, 
to use a vulgarism, and the result was that both 
had their necks broken. W. R. Jones, candi­ 
date for Third Trustee, was r. cign ized as the 
ring candidate of the Second \Y nrd battalioD, 
and to his standard the two were to rally. 
But for some reason, not openly announced, 
the First-W arders changed front, and left the 
Second-W arders to their own resources. This 
desertion they discovered too late to flank, 
and the result was a vic'ory for E . E . Ames, 
the chief 
opponent cf Mr. Jones.

H e so il that an inspection of the record will 
dissipate ail illusions respecting the legisla­ 
tion of 1S68 created by H ew itt on Thursday, 
and would strip Robeson of nil his borrowed 
plum -ge. 
Springer (D .) of 
Illinois advocated an 
am endm ent consolidating the M issions of 
France, Germany and Austria, etc. 
C ox (D ) of N ew Y ork expressed regret 
that a jurtisan turn should have been given 
to the diseuasioa. 
The A ct of 1868 w ia a 
product of both parties. 
H e advocated the 
abrogation of the Bancroft treaty, which dis­ 
criminated against German citizens. 
Robeson (Itep. I of N ew Jersey said the 
Irish question had again come to the surface, 
and the question had been argued by gentle­ 
men on the other side, going to show that the 
interes’s of struggling Ireland found their 
great defender in the Dem ocratic party. The 
orators and speakers of the other side stood 
up to box the ears of the country, declaring 
the great and unquestioned principle of fiee- 
dom, progress and the rights of man, and 
adding to it the falsehood that the modern 
Dem ocracy of this country was its champion 
and defender. 
Cox inquired whether the bill of E . II. 
Hoar, providing that residence of two years 
in Germany by naturalized German citizens 
of the U nited States expatriated eucb citi­ 
zen?, had not come from President Grant’s 
Cabinet, of which the gentlem an of N ew Jer­ 
sey was a member. 
Robeson—I don’t so remember, but I re­ 
member that that treaty and all trea'ios 
which recognized in the form cf internati mal 
law the ligh ts of foreign-born citizens, here 
and elsewhere, did originate in the Cabinet of 
General Grant, 
and were placed on the 
treaty-book under his auspices, and when 
there was a two thirds Republican m ajority 
in the Senate. 
COX’S CATECHISM. 
Cox—D o you approve of the Bancroft 
treaty ? 
B ohíson—I did not take the floor to an­ 
swer all questions cf m y own belief in the 
legislation of tne country. 
I m erely took the 
floor to say that, like m any another good 
cause, the Irish has lost much by the weak­ 
ness of its leaders and the inconsistency of its 
advocates. 
Freedom of labor, Irish or G er­ 
man, m utt look for it3 protection in the fu­ 
ture. as it has done in the past, to that party, 
aud that pa:ty only, which cherishes in i ’.B 
principles ar.d illustrates in its action a deep 
anil profound sym pathy with man, and not 
to that party which ddKcg its years cf power 
hrid labor iu chains and degraded it w ith as­ 
sociation with slavery. 
Cox—The g ntle ;an did not am w e’ the 
question propaecd, though he w ss a member 
uf General Grant’s Cabinet, and though he 
remembered that the question of expatria­ 
tion came up in the Cabinet and that Judge 
H o a r was representing General Grant in this 
bill. 
H e does net dare defend the Bancroft 
treaty. 
That treaty gave away ihe rights of 
naturalized citizens. 
W ill did tho cunning 
gentleman avoid answering that question. 
When any man on the other side impeaches 
this side with being recreant in i's devotion to 
ttie naturalized citizen in all his rights and 
privileges, and when he arrogates to him seli 
any such apecial devotim , he falsifies history 
and w ill be convicted for it before the people 
of this couutry. 
Cox urged the abrogation of the Bancroft 
treaty. 
WHAT DEMOCRACY FAILED TO DO. 
Robceon said that during the thirty years 
that the Dem ocratic party held sway that 
principle had never been embodied, either i d 
legislation or in treaty, and it had remained 
for the Republican Adm inistration of General 
Grant to r io g n ize it and place it in the 
sta'nte book forever.

Our latest gu est was Legrando Savage. 
Mr. Savage was a kind of jest in London. 
H e and his friends w ere th e m ost recent 
result of the, pre-R aphaelite spirit— a spirit 
w hich, how ever distorted and extravagant 
in m any of its aspects and forms, is really 
a regenerating influence in m odern art and 
life. T he universal taste for greater beauty 
in all the accessories of life is both a con­ 
sequence and a m anifestation of the pre- 
R aphaelite spirit. 
I t w as m erely a name, 
lik e the Renaissance, to describe a certain 
stage of progress and perception in art. 
A ll that is said of M r. Savage and the 
esth etes, of their costum e, their m anner, 
their fanciful affectations, their unspeak­ 
able absurdities, was said of R ossetti’s and 
M illais’s pictures th irty years ago. 
Mr. 
Savage and the school of w hich he is an 
accepted representative are only another 
fffrm of the feeling w hich expresses itself 
in th e art of ornam entation. 
H e is a n at­ 
ural product of the tim e, w hich also pro­ 
duces the K ensington School in London 
and the D ecorativo A rt S ociety in N ew 
Y'ork. 
The C ynic, of course, asks w hether all 
th is m akes Legrand Savage any th e less 
d— w ell, d iab o lically — silly , or th e people 
w ho run after him any th e less foolish.

grand Savage let not the C ynic sh iver as he 
thinks of th e London Mrs. G rundy. 
Let 
him rather reflect that nature is w ise and 
th rifty. 
She w ill n ot suffer us to be 
crushed by a lily . 
A s she produces but an 
occasional dodo, so she vouchsafes few fa­ 
natics of the dado. 
N eith er the dodo nor 
the dado shall devour us, aud C ynic w ould 
be m uch happier if he could see th a t Mr.

Saturday, a t 9:30 A. u , before Judge Tem ­ 
ple, the argum ent in the debris case pro­ 
ceeded. 
By consent W . C. Belcher ad­ 
dressed th e C ourt for the defendant. 
He 
held th a t the complaint is broad enough to, 
and does cover, all classes of mining, and is 
an atteck upon it. 
In all its earlier years the 
State fostered the industry of mining. 
I t 
was th at industry that brought men here, and 
it was the param ount calling. 
E l llorado 
alone had more population than any other 
county of the State. 
The tax on foreign 
miners was so eulheient that no other tax was 
needed. 
There things e.-tablish a license to 
mine as mining has been carried on. 
The 
Government has expressly reserved mineral 
lands from all agricultural patents and sur­ 
veys and all railroad grants aud patents. 
Thus 
the 
Government 
hrs 
recognized 
the 
mining 
rights. 
I t 
bai 
even re­ 
served 
in 
the 
patents 
to 
hydraulic 
miners, the quartz veins that may be discov­ 
ered. The Mexican law was th at these mines 
did not go with the soil ; 
the Government 
perm itted its citizens to work the mines, hut 
the M exican law demanded a royalty there­ 
for. 
O ur Government reserves, on the con- 
tra-y, the mineral lands from the agricultural 
patents, and sells them to the miners. 
The 
mining customs under the*e privileges grew 
into force of law. 
Io the Saw M iil ltavine 
the question was not as uas beenjrepreeented 
here, not as to a common u bb ot a natural 
ravice, but as to the right to use an artificial 
ravine cut for the purpose. 
So in Stone vs. 
Bumpus the doctrine of custom was an­ 
nounced. 
If one ha3 a right to do a thing, 
and does it, aud damage results, it is a ct a 
wrong. 
MART A DAMAGE 
Has been done for which there is no re­ 
covery. 
W hen the State conveyed the mines 
to the miners did it sell the right on the part 
of the m iner to mine it ? Hid it not convey 
all the incidents to it. necessary to make the 
thing sold useful ? 
In M arvin vs. Brewster 
county, in New York, a party Eold a mine 
and subsequently gold the land subject to the 
former sale. 
The debria of the mine became 
unsightly to the owner of the land and he 
began his action. 
The Court said the miner 
took the land with the right- to woik the 
mine, to proceed proper ly, diligently and 
carefully about bis business, and the pur­ 
chaser of the land took it with notice of the 
right of the miner to work the mine. 
H ear 
the complaint is not th at the defendant is 
working its mine negligently or improperly, 
but th at it works the mine a t all. 
Could the 
puverr.m ent itBelf Lave an action against the 
defendant after it had sold the mine to de­ 
fendant? 
Could it come and say you are 
tilling the streams on the border of the mine, 
destroying navigation, and 811mg up the Lays 
and harbors? W ould a Court of equity here 
the Government in buch a case and btop the 
work ? Certainly n o t; it would tpeak to the 
Government just as it would to an individual. 
I t would say, you sold the mine to the de­ 
fendant, you gave him the right to the mine, 
the water, and pipes, and to dig tunnels, aud 
to sgt up fLimee, and go on and work the 
mine in the best way, and you shall not now 
complain. S j we say U e Government.-; of the 
átate and of the United States are e-topped 
from saying to defendant you shall stop 
working your mine. 
The claim cf plaintiff 
is th at the G reat M aster has created these 
valleys as H e wanted them and left them as 
they are now, doing the work where once 
was an ancient sea. 
That the deposits of 
áuríferous gravel tn the old river channels 
arc the moraines of the 


A K C IE ST GLACIERS 
T uat dug out the canyons and gorges. 
Such 
is not the true reading of the geology of the 
country. 
The plaintiff says the waterB of the 
rivers were deep and clear, and sea-going ves­ 
sels came up to Sacramento. 
In one sense 
th at is so ; small sea-going vessels, and which 
often m eant ships of 200 ar.d 300 tons, before 
the building of clippers began, such small 
sea going boats did come up. 
True, some 
1,500 and 1,600 ton steamers came up here, 
but they were were large flat-bottomed boats 
like the Chrysopolis. 
B ut the plaintiff says 
the G reat M aster provided these rivers for 
the carrying off of the waters—one being the 
great basin on the west—and th at we aro 
choking th at up. 
I t is true that in the 
early days there was a clear river here, 
with a 
narrow rim 
of lands declining 
on 
the 
west, 
especially 
into 
a low 
broad basin. 
W ilk s found it 6uch a river, 
but as far up as Chico he found on the east 
and the west openings from the river through 
which it sent off its m rplus waters to the one 
side ar.d the other. 
There was then no hind- 
rancs, when the fl > ods c vered the lands, to 
going from hero to Cr.ioo in boats overland. 
They say where the oak and cottonwood 
grow there is the fit p!ac6 for the h atitaii a 
of man. aud there iniy he dwell in safety. 
The oak grew in this valley here ami there, 
singly and in groves, but these very places 
have frequently been covered with water. 
Aiong the Sacramento river sloughs put out 
to the east and west, above and below 
Knight’s Landing, through which it filis the 
east and west basins, and Mr. H ail says the 
river never was capable if carrying the great 
flood waters. 
Counsel here reviewed the 
history of the ft >ods am] sketched the causes 
th at produced them —the combination 
of 
early suows and heavy and later rains. 
So 
the valley m art he subject to inundation 
unless we prepare lha ways for the carrying 
i ff of the waters. 
Every obstruction we put 
in the way of the fl md to the saa raises the 
remaining portions. 
W h°n we build levee3 
then wo increase the hight of the waters. 
The State declared these lands to he 


SW AM P LA ND S, 
Ar.d useless without reclamation. 
The Gov­ 
ernment gave them to the State, and the 
State gave them to individuals, and eaiJ. do 
as you will with them, and eo the citizen 
went on reclaiming in hisown way, each inau 
building hiB little levee right pharp upon the 
bank of the river, and all oblivious to the 
I lesson taught by nature th at the valley m u-t 
I he subject to great inundations. 
Men ou the 
■ staff of Captain W ilkes in 1812 went up the 
liver ar far as the upper part of w hat is now 
' C ¡lusa c >uaty, and another party came down 
from Oregon, and parsed the length of the 
river. 
W ilkes says th at there was then a bar 
across the mouth of iiie American river, leav­ 
ing hut a few feet of water. T hat at l!u-s;an 
Ford su - a bar they c nM not got a “ launch” 
over, and they had to leave her and take 
small boats. T iat up a t the mouth of l-'eather 
river was a bar they could not evtn get the 
biats over. 
So b irs were found clear up the 
j river. 
S j Mr. Green tells ns of a forty acre 
| bar on one side of the river with a bay 
) formed opposite. 
Indeed, the river is a series 
of bars and bends aud bays. 
In 1849-50 look 
at the men who were actively ruining o ' the 
American river— 40 000 in E l Dorado, 20,000 
in Placor, 15 000 in Nevtda, say counsel. Say 
a* *h=> lowest lltO.OOO, and th at each man dis- 
pivccu „s little as two yards per day, and eee 
what tzese men m ust have done in two, 
three, or four years of mining and digging. 
If only 20.000 worked, at two yards a day, 
and for 303 days in a year, and for three 
years, there would he 72,000 ! OJ yards alono. 
I t would be three times th at am unt for those 
in the three counties alone. 
The work they 
did was j rst the kind tc prepare the parth 
and gravel for removal by the river fl >od 
waters. 
Counsel described the great deposits 
left io the rivers by the early miners who 
turned np the bedR of the rivers, and where 
they remained until the H ods came and cov­ 
ered them up. S una of tLed. posits cemented, 
others were embedded. 
T nat method of 
mining and putting and leaving the banks of 
sand and gravpl in the stream was a custom 
of the day. 
W hy did not some one say to 
them then, stop? 
When the early miners 
worked out the river beds they attacked the 
river baDks, and then wen- further back still 
into the ravines and gulches, and finally there 
deep m inis were found, as the result of more 
prolonged search.

Tells of finding the leones of animals ou the 
high places where the elk and other animals 
gathered to escape the flood waters.

proven 
th at 3,500 acres were mined over, 
nod rosialy between Sacramento and Fol­ 
som. 
Suppore th at number to hove aver­ 
aged b u t 15 feet, and we have 87,000,000 
; cubic yards throw n u p ; but if put at 20 
feet, the more reasonable figure, the total 
is over lOO.COO.OOO. 
Soundings show th at 
j ss early as 1864 the Sacramento river had 
filled up at several points, and the Amerjcan 
river in its channel was but eight feet. 
Op­ 
posite I street in thn Sacramento the depth 
varied from 12 to 18 feet, and therefore it 
was not even and uniform as in 1854. 
So 
there was a filling at th at time, an.l it came 
frnui th at mining between Sacramento and 
Kois >m. 
The river, therefore, must, have l>9- 
gun to fill as early us 1861 2 
Counsel at 
j length dc-ecrihed the formati m* in the Sier­ 
ra’s rivers, of the banks of the same, the gold 
deposit*, the width of the river gorges, how 
the livers wore down th n ugh rocks and 
gravel and sand, and cut down deep-r and 
broader, and thus left beds of gravel high up 
on the hauks, as well as low down and near 
the water. 
Such was the method of the 
ancient river channels also. 
He sketched the 
1 rohable history of the old river*, their chan­ 
nel formations, the over-lying flood of lava 
mud th a t came and obliterated them, and 
then the beginning of the new system of 
rivers, and the progress on to what we now 
see. 
The ancient rivers had greater width 


and depth, greater deposits of like m aterial 
to the present, cemented depositions o a their 
beds, with heavier grades than the present 
rivers, aud yet the m aterial in those 


A N C IEN T CH A N N ELS, 
U nder the action of even greater fl >ods than 
modern ones, did not come dowD, for we find 
it th trs to-day, some cemented and some not. 
Therefore defendant says the deposits ia the 
new rivers will not come down th at have ce­ 
mented thereiri, aud if at all, or even only in 
the far future of geological ages. 
The testi­ 
mony Bhows positively th at the m aterial put 
into the American has and does recement 
therein. 
Counsel at length reviewed the tes­ 
tim ony cf the several engineers that were 
witnesses as to the quantity of m aterial in 
the American river, and drew the conclusion 
th at the whole quantity of debris thrown out 
of given mines hince 1875 is now in the river, 
and will remain there until in geologic time 
the mountains will come to the sea, as they 
must. 
The dislodged m aterial from defend- 
fendant’s mine was proven to be 90 per cent, 
rock, not of only 50 or 60 per cent. 
I t is ia 
largest part heavy rock, and the remainder 
sand an 1 pebbies, aud the remaining seams 
to ba worked consisting largely of cemented 
gravel and 6and. 
This is the m aterial that 
will remain in the bed of the Btream. 
Coun­ 
sel here compared U ren’s and A llardt’s pro­ 
files of the original bed aud of the fills in the 
American river. 
H e drew attention to the 
fact th at the 
I’-.lar S tar aud Southern 
Cross dam of debris in the Bear river, 200 
or 3C0 feet deep, of m aterial like th at from 
the Gold Run mine, has stuod for years, aud 
the floods of 1878, 1880 aud 1881 in no wise 
affected it. 
B ut it is said if the defendant 
fills up the river any more the m atter will 
come dowD, as the filling was dow past the 
point i f farther resistance. 
This counsel em- 
•phatlcally denied, aud held th at it was on 
proof to the contrary. 
If defendant has 
shown th at all the material th at has come out 
of the Gold Run and Iowa Hill mines for the 
past five or six years is lodged and cemented 
in the river between 


CANTON CREEK 
And Rice’s bridge, and has remained there 
and resisted all the fl lods, is :t not reasonable 
to suppose th at it is perm anently fixed except 
as to the great changes in geological time in 
the far future, when the mountains come to 
the sea? 
All the m atter remaining to he 
mined is of the m atter th at doe; remain in 
in the river; th at docs make an even, ce­ 
mented, smooth river b ed ; aud the space 
between the mouth of Canyou creek and 
Rice’s bridge is sufficient to hold ail the m a­ 
terial th at can he mined from all the mines 
in the Geld R un district and keep it there 
forever, with not a pound of it sent below 
those pointB. 
A ll th at can be carried down 
is the fine m aterial th at is held in suspension 
by the water. 
B ut if five per cent, or ten 
per cent, of the material complained of comes 
to Sacramento, it goes below it, to still water. 
B ut if it comes even then, it is inappreciable 
in quantity. 
W e adm it some of the finer 
m aterial comes down, and it—while Coihy 
says two per cent, comes, and we say ten 
per cent.—harms no one. 
Oa the contrary, 
take the result of the work of a single 
qu irtz mill of eighty stamps at 160 tons 
a day for a year grindirg rock to powder. 
From the mine the m aterial is brought out 
and poured into the river as found in the an­ 
cient river, the deep blue gravel. 
In the 
quartz miil it is reduced as nearly as possible 
to an impalpable powder. 
W hich will the 
water most easily carry off ? If ten per cent, 
ci mes down the American river, the powder 
from a ringle quartz mill will exceed it. 
Y et 
plaintiff docs not complain of quartz mill 
work, EeRherdo:g the plaintiff complain cf 
drift claims. 
L et us take one drift claim 
alcne—that near Forest City. 
I t tiirg s out 
the freed sand aud gravel and leaves the rock 
behigiL 
I ; washes the m atter and puts it 
into the nver at the rate of 800,000 yards per 
year, and it is put into the mountain rivers, 
and nothing with it to hold it m them, while 
defendant does put in a m aterial th at cements 
its dep sits and holds them in the river. 
Is 
the offer se, if it be one, complained ot 
against the defendant, greater than th at of 
the farmers on the banks of the streams, by 
reason of their deposits in the streams ? 
Counsel dwelt on the effects from

Of denudation of the hillsides of timber, the 
construction of roads, the keeping of sheep 
and cattle in the mountains in great numbers, 
the disintegrating powers of frost, air and 


A fte rn o o n S ession. 
M r. Belcher resumed—1’rofessor Davidson 
compared the l ’o and the Sacramento, as 
tro ir conditions are most nearly alike, as to 
siflaents, area of drainage, length of courses, 
watershed, character of deposit», latitude of 
location, character of climate, tem perature, 
action of frost, snow and rain, etc. 
Thus 
they compare more nearly than any rivers 
th at can be chosen. 
The Po brings down an­ 
nually 57,000.G00 yards of deposits to the A dri­ 
atic. 
M r. H all planed the entire wash of the 
Sacramento about 18,000,000 yards, and less 
than one-fourth of th at he charges to natural 
wash. 
Three and a half million he charges 
tn reining. 
On the Po, 729 years of natural 
wash reduces the whole surface of its area 
ore foot. 
The Mississippi, in 4,400 years, 
dots 
a like work. 
The 
Hoangao, Stan­ 
ton s;y«, carries down more sediment than 
any E istern river, so th at in 24,000 years it 
will till the Yellow S-ca, a id has already 
added a great scope of ttrrito ry to China. 
As to the destruction of foreits ia India and 
the euects, he referred to vol. 32, p. 180, of 
Transactions of the Royal Geographical Soci­ 
ety. 
Also referred to vol. 28 of the same 
journal, as to the Y arg tse K a n ; and its 
delta. 
Suisun bay is the Kittling basin, 
and iu time it m ust be filled, as it is 
now filling. 
Ia this 
way the world is 
built and lands reclaimed from the sea. 
But 
we are told the filling is all by reason of m in­ 
ing, but the action ot streams a b ju t the bay 
where there is no mining disproves this ; as 
for instance 
Pacheco 
creek, 
which has 
swamped and killed off one town, and filled 
up itH channel and mouth. 
Other inhtances

first floods. 
THE MATERIAL FIRST WASHED 
In mining was light, alluvial soil and light 
earth, easily moved by w ater wheu it was 
carried into the stream , 
A dum p of this 
m aterkil wnuld be easily carried away by the 
current of the stream . 
The m aterial in the 
defendant’s miue is rock, cemented, and has 
to be broken up and loosened by powder be­ 
fore it can be moved by water. 
M ore cubic 
yards of earth were moved annually prior to 
1S60 than has been done in any year since 
1870. 
H ydraulic mining was practiced in 
Spain ye -rs previous to the discovery of gold 
in California.
